Sweet Lorena, 
which follows, is a sentimental song of the Civil 
War period, not unlike our popular songs of to- 
day, although considerably less sophisticated. It 
was also popular in the North, despite the con- 
flict.

This lament shows the Moorish influence on 
American music, the result of the intermingling 
of Spanish culture with French culture in the 
Creole, one of the proudest American stocks.

Virginny, filled with the nostalgia for the old 
times that had vanished. Next is heard one of the 
best-known mountain songs, Down in the Valley, 
for which there are many verses and many ver- 
sions. So characteristically American is this song 
that it has been quoted in many symphonic 
works, and forms the basis for an opera of the 
same name by the late Kurt Weill. In Swing 
Low, Sweet Chariot the Choir presents the sound 
and feeling of a truly powerful prayer song, which, 
like Deep River, has elements of symbolism. 


The Ballad of the Boll Weevil illustrates a tend- 
ency in folk music to treat a tragic subject hu- 
morously, making fun of a genuine problem. The 
song came from Mexico through Texas. It has 
been estimated that since the boll weevil first

BETTY MADIGAN is star material. She possesses a rare combination 
of qualities, good looks, a controlled urgency that gives her singing 
its dramatic effect, aid an uncanny ability to seek and find the basic 
emotional substance of a song. A Madigan rendition is crowded with 
wonderful surprises, for the young lady (she is only twenty-four!) 
instinctively caresses every opportunity to interpret a lyric or to 
phrase a melody, thus enhancing the listener’s pleasure. Good com- 
mercial pop singing is hard to come by nowadays and Betty Madi- 
gan is swiftly carving a niche for herself that is in the best tradition 
of the pace setters; that handful of stylistic innovators in pop vocal 
music. 


To work with Madigan is a pleasure. She is every bit a professional. 
Her casual contrast-coloring of a single word (listen to the word 
‘love’ just before the phrase “won’t let you sleep” in the~second 


half of the first chorus of Lullabye-Bye Blues) or the alteration of a. 


particular time value (‘‘when you iove” on the second chorus of the 
same tune) are magnetic effects that give her ballads an intensely 
romantic quality. And yet, these efforts are seemingly without effort. 
They flow evenly with the rest of the song and combine with other 
elements to produce a total impact that is uniquely a Madigan prop- 
erty and signature. 


For her debut on ‘repertory’ Betty Madigan has chosen four ideal 
selections. They are superbly orchestrated by Dick Jacobs, who also 
makes his “‘repertory’’ debut on this record. A top-flight arranger and 
leader, Dick is regarded as an outstanding figure in the pop music 
field and he is responsible for many hits. At the present time Jacobs 
is musical director of Your Hit Parade and A & R man at Coral 
Records. Both Madigan and Jacobs are to be heard on the Cora! 
label.

BETTY MADIGAN is star material. She possesses a rare combination 
of qualities, good looks, a controlled urgency that gives her singing 
its dramatic effect, aiid an uncanny ability to seek and find the basic 
emotional substance of a song. A Madigan rendition is crowded with 
wonderful surprises, for’ the young lady (she is only twenty-four!) 
instinctively caresses every opportunity to interpret a lyric or to 
phrase a melody, thus enhancing the listener’s pleasure. Good com- 
mercial pop singing is hard to come by nowadays and Betty Madi- 
gan is swiftly carving a niche for herself that is in the best tradition 
of the pace setters; that handful of stylistic innovators in pop vocal 
music. 


To work with Madigan is a pleasure. She is every bit a professional. 
Her casual contrast-coloring of a single word (listen to the word 
“love” just before the phrase “won’t let you sleep” in the second 


half of the first chorus of Lullabye-Bye Blues) or the alteration of a. 


particular time value (‘‘when you iove’”’ on the second chorus of the 
same tune) are magnetic effects that give her ballads an intensely 
romantic quality. And yet, these efforts are seemingly without effort. 
They flow evenly with the rest of the song and combine with other 
elements to produce a total impact that is uniquely a Madigan prop- 
erty and signature. 


For her debut on ‘‘repertory’”’ Betty Madigan has chosen four ideal 
selections. They are superbly orchestrated by Dick Jacobs, who also 
makes his “‘repertory’’ debut on this record. A top-flight arranger and 
leader, Dick is regarded as an outstanding figure in the pop music 
field and he is responsible for many hits. At the present time Jacobs 
is musical director of Your Hit Parade and A & R man at Coral 
Records. Both Madigan and Jacobs are to be heard on the Cora! 
label.
